Morley and Minto, disclosed some’ inter- 
esting facts in the course of a statement 
made to the correspondent of THs Nsw 
York Times,, whom he received at his 
house in Gloucester Place. 

Lord -Hardinge showed how India’s 
voluntary .contributions. to. the prosecu- 
tion of the war. had‘ justified that de- 
pendency’s being, regarded as an. in- 
tegral part of the British Empire united 
to the central. administration by con- 
sideration of self-interest and political 
development, which, in the eyes of ‘the 
Indians themselves, had assumed para- 
mount importance and had received a 
most. striking. exemplification during the 
course of the war. 

For months during the early period of 


‘the war India was practically denuded 


of British troops and the Indian con- 
tingents, who went abroad to fight the 
British Empire's battles, amounted to 
about twenty times the force which was 
sent to China at the time of the Boxer 
rébellion, not only in. men, but also in, 
guns, rifles, ammunition, and stores of 
all -kinds. India gave so unstintedly 
that, with the exception of,a few bat- 
teries which remained on the northwest 
froritier, there .was.at one time -hardix 
any artillery througout the length and 
breadth of the country.

Mrs. Bryan Denounces’ ‘Cattle Yard 
Feature—Resolutions Condemn 
the Whole Undertakings 


The Woman's League for the Protee- 
tion of Riverside: Drive, organized a 
week ago, held a mass meeting at the 
Hotel Ansonia last night, at- which the 
city officials and the New, York Cen- 
tral were bitterly attacked on» the. 
ground that the proposed plans for the 
solutior of the -Riverside Drive-New 
York Central problem meant the spoil- 
iation of the park along the Hudson. 

Bainbridge Colby hurled ,invectives at 
the New York Central for what he called 
‘* this indescribable attempt at pilfering 
the rights of the citizens of the city.” 

‘* Isn't it incredible that this great cor- 
poration, which, for, half a.century las 
enjoyed great prosperity under privileges 
granted by the people, should ‘be con- 
stantly engaged in a campaign of trick- 
ery against the city? We have to poke 
behind curtains’ and look under tables 
to discover fraudulent practices no good 
business man would stoop to. 

“What right have the men who run 
the New York Central to -pursue a 
course of fraud in dealing with the 
city? Theirs is a steady, continuous 
performance of pressure to get some- 
thing from the citizens and taxpayers of 
the city. I protest against ‘the contin- 
uance of these nien’s sinister and con- 
temptible habits, formed in their more 
needy youth.: protest against their 
playing the shell FR chang with the citizens 
of this city. I should like to take the 
New York Centrai —— and attor- 
neys by the nose and to them of 
their practices, * Gentlemen, this isn’t 


done any more 

** Riverside Drive is a part of. the 
wealth of the city. It is a part of that 
which makes New York City the mecca 
of all Americans and it should not be 
allowed to slip into the hands of a cor- 
poration more alert than the citizens of 
the city. 

‘I believe—I am confident—I know— 
there. are lurking: under those plans a 
carefully thought-out program to appro- 
priate to railroad use the land to the 
west of the proposed tracks and to use 
for railroad — most of Riverside 
Drive Park.

Says Newspapers Are Misled.

a part of the settlement the railroad 
company agrées to‘pay a sum sufficient 
to restore the park to the edge-of the 
water.’’ There was read a recent re- 
port from the Board of Estimate which 
said that the landsca apne on top of the 
covered tracks would be a cost to the 
city and not the railroad. 

“That admission was forced from the 
Board of Estimate,’’ said Mr. Colby.

HENSLEY AND KITCHIN'S ‘NAVY. 

“When and where are the - battle 
cruisers and scout cruisers’ author- 
ized in the naval bill to be buflt? 
That is the important question. now. 
According to the latest accessible re- 
ports of the Navy Department, work 
has not yet been begun at the New 
York Navy Yard and ‘at Mare Island, 
in’ San Francisco Bay, on the two 
superdreadnoughts authorized in 
| March, 1915. Is the, building‘of all 
jor any of the new warships to wait 
upon the launching of ‘those long- 
delayed ¥essels, or are reasonable 
bids from private builders to: be'ac- 
cepted? Whatever those bids ‘may: 
be, the cost of the ships in the end 
will be smaller than the cost of Gov- 
ernment construction. With thé de- 
stroyers and submarines authorizea 
within the last two years the progress 
is still very slow. of the sentimental- 
ists of the Naval Committee had) de- 
voted the time they: wasted on plans 
for an era of peace, the advent of 
which they are quite powerless to 
hasten, to practical considerations. 
relating to the much-needed develop- 
ment of the navy they would have 
rendered a better service to: their 
country. F 

As it is they ‘have botched their 
job by providing for too few capital 
ships, too. few destroyers and sub- 
marines, and have made no provi- 
sions for getting ships built quickly. 
They have deliberately cut the very 
modest. estimate of Secretary Dan- 
IEL8, which' was avowedly a mini- 
mum. They have ‘tentatively pro- 
vided for the increase of personnel 
by the enlistment of 7,000 fewer men 
than the most moderate of the ex- 
perienced naval officers think neces- 
sary. Mo make a good beginning 
toward putting our navy in order, 
25,000 rather than 23,000 enlisted 
men are needed, while the bill pro- 
vides for only 16,500, of whom 38,000 
are for the Marine Corps. ‘When the 
new dreadnoughts are afloat men will 
still be lacking for the battleships 
laid up in navy yards, all of which: 
should be placed in commission and 
assigned, if not needed in the At- 
lantic Fleet, for service on the: Pa- 
cific. -Not a single capital ship is 
now in the Pacific Fleet or the 
Asiatic Fleet. 

Of the proposed Board of Strategy 
there is not a word in the preliminary 
report. The elimination of that pro- 
vision, if it has been accomplished, 
will have the approval of the. pol- 
iticlans who .would place the navy 
yards in civilian control, making po- 
litical job of the superintendencies, 
and employ civilian educators to 
take charge at West Point and An- 
napolis. It is a deplorable fact that 
the naval program decided upon is 
utterly inadequate. It is no better 
than the milttary bill and is a poor 
result of five months of deliberation 
of men who want the country ‘to 
think they have its interests at 
heart. We have heard but one ex- 
pression of opinion from the im- 
portant centres of this country in re- 
gard to the navy, and that ts that it 
should be ample for the protection of 
the country in size and efficiency. 
Thorough efficiency it can never 
haye until its purely military opera- 
tions are controlled by ‘experienced 
naval officers. A General Staff is 
essential. There is talk now of add- 
ing two dreadnoughts ‘to the Hast of 
ships authorized by the committee. 
But the bill as it stands bears the 
approval of eminent Mr. Hmnsumyr of 
Missouri and has the support of Mr. 
Krtcutn of North Carolina. It seems

PAYING DOWN FOR WAR. 

In the House of Commons on 
Thursday two competent authorities, 
one of them a member of the Govern- 
ment, uttered a warning against un- 
derestimating the economic strength 
of Germany or counting more. upon 
its weakness than upon BEngland’s 
strength, and, at the same time, M. 
Rreor, the French Minister of Fi- 
nance, presented to the Chamber of 
Deputies his new tax proposals, 
which, as the financial critic of the 
Temps observes, mark the beginning 
of a new financiri policy, namely, the 
policy of paying the utmost possible 
proportion of the war’s cost out of 
current income, instead of borrowing. 
At first all the belligerents had re- 
course exclusively to‘ loans. ‘Almost 
no attempt was made to: get any- 
thing toward the war’s cost from 
current income. There wasn’t time, 
and, besides, it seemed probable that 
the war would be short, on account 
of its incredible-cost. It could be 
thought of only in capital terms, as 
a calamity. _ But the longer it lasts 
and’ the more it costs the greater thé 


‘working basia, instead of treating it 
as an uncontrollable affair.

At’ any rate, financial wisdom in 
England@ and’ France is now adfust- 
ing itself to the idea of war as a 
business that may goon. Like any 
other business, it has its overhead 
\charges, its operating costa, its 
profit and loss, and its unnecessary 
waste. Next we shall hear of Eu- 
rope wanting, or developing, effi- 
ciency experts able to point out ways 
-jn which ‘war may be more cheaply 
produced. 
sible. In fact, the British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer will be disap- 
pointed if the cost of producing Ger- 
man attrition be not somewhat cur- 
tailed in the current year. In his re- 
cent’ budget speéch he said: “We are 
“reaching the measure of our wholé 
“expansion and we may reasonably 
“look for economies which were dif- 
“ficult if not impossible under con- 
“ditions of early stress.” 

By the end of the second year the 
war will have cost all around ap- 
proximately $45,000,000,000. _ All but 
@ small proportion of that enormous 
amount. has been raised by war loans. 
Capital cannot continue to be bor- 
rowed at that rate for war purposes. 
If the contest continues there will 
have to be less borrowing and more 


for the unborn to pay, and that will 
mean putting: war itself on dimin- 
ished- rations. 


THE POET OF NEW JERSEY. 

The Hon. James Epcan MagTINE, 
whose term as a Senator in Congress 
from. New Jersey ends on March 4, 
1917, is entirely willing to be re-elect- 
ed. He has unfailing good nature, an 
orotund temperament, an engaging 
simplicity of mind and manners. His 
larynx has long been at the service of 
his party. Brran or WIson, it ie all 
the same to him. The plain farmer of, 
Plainfield never grudges the contents 
of his word-bin to his fellow-citizens. 
On mere routine trifles of statesman- 
ship, on industrial; commercial, finan- 
cial, economic, international matters, 
he may not carry any more weight 
than is to be expected of an artless 
child of the primary—in his case, the 
unofficial or impromptu primary—but 
as an orator and a poet he is true to 
‘New Jersey, even if New Jersey: be not 
wholly true te him. 

Mr. MARTIN®E’s panegyric of New Jer- 
sey in the Senate the other day will 
doubtless be franked to his proud con- 
stituents, “a throbbing population,” 
as he‘calls them.

The City’s Employment Bureau. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

A letter signed “ Jean Wilson ’’ was pub- 
lished by you on May 12, stating that the 
writer had asked for a position at our 
bureau and had “been. told there was rine. 
The writer is not registered at our bureau 
or any of its branches, [I inclose a bulletin 
sent by ue to the nev-spapers and posted 
on 180 bulletin boards throughout the city 
on that day listing thirty-one varieties of 
male help wanted and twelve varieties of 
female help wanted at wages up to $22 a 
week. This includes only the places which 
we had not been able to fill on the 10th 
and iith. The togal number of persons 
wanted for these positions ran into the ‘hun- 
dreds. We could have. placed an. indefinite 
— * of unskilled persons at labor with 
@ living wage and a very large number of 
persons at heavy labor at 25 cents per hour. 
In fact,. we did place eighty-four persons 
on May 11 and 525 persons dyring the previ- 
ous week. We cannot make positions or 
keep a. variety of places waiting for Jean 
Wilsons to.come in and pick:up just when 
and what they want, where they want it, 
and at what wage they want it, but people 
who are patient enough to wait their turn 
are. given careful consideration.

- Even-greater inequalities exist in. this 
distribution - within the ‘States them- 
selves.

CLASSROOM NEUTRALITY. 


The Student’s Case Against Profes- 
sors Who Teach Opinions. 


To the Hdttor of The New York Times: 

Your interesting . comment on my recent 
letter concerning the right of professors te 
speak about the war seems to me to weigh 
the relative importance of my arguments in- 
correctly. “The fact that'a profesgor can- 
not be responsible for the accuracy and the 
morality of his opinions on‘the war is, I 
consider, a minor argument against his 
speaking on the subject in the classroom. 

What you, on the ‘other hand, call

wish to facilitate the financing of other 
railroad requirements, These are looked 
upon as the chief motives, but the 
movement itself would be impracticable 
were it not that underlying conditions 
themselves are so favorable. The abil- 
ity of Reading to do better by its stock- 
holders than it has yet done is gener- 
ally recognized. Were that not so the 
predictions of special distributions, so 
often made and not: until now fulfilled, 
would not be so readily believed. As 
for the railroads at large, their extraor- 
dinarily good earnings have become a 
matter of country-wide discussion, 
though the market fruits of this dis- 
cussion up to the beginning of this 
movement had been relatively meagre. 

* The earnings themselves, however, 
are none the less subtantial for that 
reason, and the rise in the prices of 
railroad stocks has had the very solid 
support of record gross and net earn- 
ings. The effect of these just now is 
heightened, so far as an important 
Sroup of ‘Eastern railroad shares is 
concerned, namely, the anthracite is- 
sues, of which Reading, of course, is 
one of the most prominent, by the fact 
that the threatened strike of the miners 
has been avoided. The terms of settle- 
ment, taken in connection with the rise 
in the price of anthracite, will, it is 
believed, at least bring no loss in earn- 
ings to the coal mining companies and 
their associated railroads.

Sentiment regarding the oil stocks has 
been in a confused state for several 
days, owing to reports that gasoline 
prices were shading off in some sections 
of the country. Yesterday the dullness 
of the market was relieved, however, 
through announcement of an extra divi- 
dend of $3 for the quarter by the South 
Penn Oil Company, and by large decla- 
rations by several other former members 
of the Standard Oil Company. In these 
traders found direct evidences of pros- 
perity, which worked to throw off for 
the day the influence of doubts engen- 
dered by the gasoline stories. As to 
gasoline and oil, the day brought news 
of price irregularity for the former and 
of a rise in a particular grade of crude 
petroleum by the Ohio Oil Company.
